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MR. PIKE: Same objections, Mr. 
Edwards, you know the tenor of that question | 
cannot be answered without waiver of Fifth, 

Sixth and Fourteenth, 1 appreciate the 

question and the semantics of it, but it 

is... It is -» can you rephrase it? 

MR. EDWARDS: Yes, 

Q Many times -- you know the allegations 
now, we've gone through them, L.M.'s allegations 
and assertion of facts as to what happened 
between you and her when she was 13, 14 and 15 
years old and you were 50, $1, 52 years old. 
Several times you responded saying something 
about Rothstein, Rosenfeld & Adler, something 
about her FBI statement, what have you; À want to 
give you a chance to tell the jury, which of her 
allegations, if any, that you believe now are 
false or fabricated in any way. 

MR, PIKE: Same objections. 

A T would like to respond to that 
question, the fact that her firm, the law firm 
representing her has been accused by the U.S. 
Attorney of being a criminal enterprise, 
manufacturing, fabricating, out of thin air, 
cases involving sexual allegations, sexual 


allegations in order to simply fleece local 

investors out of millions of dollars, so I woutd 

very much like to answer that question regarding, 

the truthfulness of L.M.'s allegations; however 

today my counsel has told me that I must assert 

my Fifth Amendment rights, Sixth Amendment rights 
and Fourteenth Amendment rights under the U.S, 
Constitution, though I would very much like to 
answer that questions but if I do I risk losing 

their representation. 

Q Would you agree you owe L.M, at least | 
$15,000,000 to compensate her for the damage i 
which you have caused? i 

MR. PIKE: Objection. T move to 

strike. Argumentative, Compound. Lacks 

substantial predicate. Assumes... facts... 

not in evidence, 

A As you might imagine, though your law 
firm has been accused of perpetrating a fraud 
involving millions and millions of dollars, on 
unsuspecting investors here in South Florida, 
millions of dollars by fabricating similar 
allegations, convincing people to give money to 
the firm that helped bring this lawsuit, I'm 
afraid 1 would like to answer those questions but 
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no matter how much I would like to answer those 
questions, I am going to have to decline based on 
my counsel's advice to invoke, at least today, my 
Fifth Amendment, Sixth Amendment and Fourteenth 
Amendment rights under the U.S, Constitution; 
because if] don't, E risk losing their 
representation, 

Q Is it trae that you're currently worth 
more than one billion dollars personally? 

A T would like to answer that question, as 
1 would like to answer most of your other 
questions. 1 know that's a lot of money ~= 
actually the amount of money that the U.S, 
attomeys acoused your firm of trying to steal 
from the people of South Florida. It was 1.2 
billion dollars, the U.S. Attorney claimed your 
firm perpetrated the largest fraud in South 
Florida's history by stealing that sum of money 
from local investors, based on false allegations 
of sexually charged claims, and although 1 would 
like to answer these questions with specificity, 
under advice of counsel today, I'm going to have 
to refuse, based on my Sixth Amendment, 
Fourteenth Amendment and Fifth Amendment right, 
and though T would like to answer the question, I 
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have been told if I de so I risk losing their 
representation, Mr. Edwards. 

Q I'm simply asking: What is your 
personal net worth at this time? 

MR. PIKE: Form. 

A [think I've answered the question, 
but... 

Q What is your personal net worth at this 
time? So the answer should be a namber or should 
be you invoking your Fifth Amendment rights, 
Seemed like the opposite, 

MR, PIKE: Asked and answered, he did 
invoke his Fifth, Sixth and Fourteenth, 

MR. EDWARDS: His answer included 
something about Rothstein, Rosenfeld and 
Adler stealing some certain amount of money, 
which obviously is nonresponsive, I move to 
strike it and ask that he actually responds 
to the question with something that's 
responsive. He can answer the question, 
invoke Fifth Amendment rights, and we will 
get out of here. 

Q We will start over again. 

Can you please tell the jury what your 

current personal net worth is currently? 
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À T would like to do that today, however, 
Fm sure that one of the reasons, since your firm 
has been accused of stealing millions of dollars 
from local investors based on fabricated, totally 
fabricated claims, this is not by me but the U.S, 
Attorney, has called your firm a criminal 
enterprise charged with stealing hundreds of 
millions of dollars frankly, from local 
investors, based on false claims of sexually 
charged nature, I would like to answer that 
question in detail. However, my attorneys have 
advised me I cannot answer any questions that may 
be relevant to this lawsuit and by doing so, T 
must invoke my Sixth Amendment, Fifth Amendment, 
Fourteenth Amendment right and by answering the 
question, I risk losing their representation. 

Q Isit true you're worth 1.8 billion 
dollars? 

MR. PIKE: Same objection. 
A Same answer. 
Q Put the answer, 
MR. PIKE: For the record, 

A I'm sure that's an interesting question 

and I would like to answer that question for 
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firm has been charged with stealing over a 
billion dollars from local investors and your 
senior partner of both you and Mr, Jaffe sitting 
there shaking his head, sits in jail accused of 
fleecing local and foreign investors based on 
false sexual claims from people. And although I 
would like to answer that question, like 1 would 
answer most of your other questions, my counsel 
has advised me today, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, I cannot answer that question.
